MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WORKS — BUREAU OF SANITATION AND LOS ANGELES WORLD AIRPORTS FOR 
WASTE AND RECYCLABLES COLLECTION, TRANSFER, PROCESSING OR 
DISPOSAL SERVICES FOR LOS ANGELES INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT (AIRFIELD 
TERMINAL, AIRFIELD OPERATIONS AREA AND LANDSIDE ROUTES) 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Approve and execute the Memorandum of Understanding, with transmittals, between the 
Department of Public Works — Bureau of Sanitation and Los Angeles World Airports for 
waste and recyclables collection, transfer, processing or disposal services for Los Angeles 
International Airport (airfield terminal, airfield operations area and landside routes). 


2. The President or two members of the Board of Public Works will execute the Memorandum 
of Understanding. 


3. Return the executed Memorandum of Understanding to the Bureau of Sanitation’s Christine 
Courtois at 213-485-3592 for further processing.

DISCUSSION 


Background 


On September 18, 2006, the Bureau of Sanitation (LASAN) and the Los Angeles World Airports 
(LAWA) entered into a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) for daily (including weekends 
and holidays) solid waste transportation and disposal services of 20- and 40-cubic yard trash 
compactors and open top bins, and related services located in the airfield terminal areas. The 
term of agreement of the MOU was for three (3) years. On October 16, 2009, the term of 
agreement was amended to continue the MOU on a month-to-month basis. 
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On September 8, 2008, LASAN and LAWA entered into a separate MOU for daily (including 
weekends holidays) solid waste transportation and disposal services from three (3) and six (6) 
cubic yard bins at various locations throughout LAX, specifically from the airfield operations area 
and landside areas. The term of agreement of the MOU was for five (5) years and was to 
continue on a month-to-month basis thereafter. 


In the past two years, LASAN and LAWA have worked together to include additional 
transportation and processing services of recyclable material collected in 40-cubic yard roll-off 
containers. Previously, LAWA had contracted these recycling services to multiple haulers, and 
sought to have one service provider. In September 2014, LASAN began transporting and 
processing the recyclable materials for LAWA. 


The proposed MOU consolidates and memorializes all services LASAN provides to LAVA into 
one MOU (Transmittal No. 1). The rates for services are provided within the MOU, and are to 
be reviewed annually and adjusted accordingly for full cost recovery. Costs for completed tasks 
specifically authorized by this MOU shall be payable to LASAN. 


As of June 2, 2016, the LAWA Board of Commissioners approved the MOU with LASAN 
(Transmittal No. 2). Itis therefore recommended that the Board of Public Works approve the 
MOU between LASAN and LAWA for waste and recyclables collection, transfer, processing or 
disposal services for LAX. 


Proposed Term of MOU 


The proposed term of the MOU is five (5) years and continued services on a month-to-month 
basis thereafter until terminated by either party, or as amended by mutual consent. 


Environmental Impact 


The proposed MOU would not change the nature of existing solid waste disposal practices. As 
such, the Bureau’s Director of the Environmental Management Division has determined that the 
proposed activity is exempt from the requirements of the California Environmental Quality Act 
(CEQA) in accordance with Article II, Section2(f) of the Los Angeles City CEQA Guidelines. 


Care and Custody 


LASAN will be responsible for the security against loss or damage to the equipment involved 
while in its possession or in the possession of any of its agents. LASAN shall reimburse LAWA 
for any loss or damage to LAWA equipment in its possession or the possession of any of its 
agents. LAWA shail be liable for loss/damage to LASAN equipment while on LAWA premises.

This action is not subject to the provisions of the City Charter Section 1022 as all work will be 
performed by City employees. 


STATUS OF FINANCING 


There is no impact to the General Fund. The total funding for this project is not to exceed $13.8 
million for the five year term or approximately $2.5 M per year with an approximate 5% annual 
increase for each subsequent year to account for labor and equipment adjustments. Existing 
collection staff and resources in LASAN funded by Solid Waste Resources Revenue Fund 
(SWRRF) will be used to front-fund this program. LASAN shall bill and recover all costs incurred 
from LAWA for this program, and all funds received by LASAN for these services will be 
deposited into SWRRF, Fund 508, Department 50, Departmental Revenue Source Code 
459501. oo
